genthau and arriving at 
the conclusion th a t stabil­ 
ization is near. 
That is not the right an ­ 
swer. 
It is not even be­ 
ing discussed, except aca­ 
demically. 
T h at is why 
Messrs. Hull and Morgen- 
thau can afford to be so 
free In their pious public 
expressions. 
Their financial advisers 
Paul Million 
have told them it is impossible, and that 
the developments in Europe lately h a ’ e 
made It even more impossible. 
In fact, 
the real inside trend of thought lately has 
been far beyond such orthodox procedure. 
There has been a revival of inner inter­ 
est in the possibilities of “an internation­ 
al currency other than gold" and in the 
forgotten ideal of tho New Deal, the com­ 
modity dollar. 
These lire not to be taken very serious­ 
ly either as yet, except as they reflect the 
remoteness of the old-fashioned ideas of 
stabilization in the New Deal mind. 
— CAT AND DOG— 
The commodity dollar theory 
is, 
of 
eotirse, considered out of the internation­ 
al question by the money policy handlers 
of the administration. 
The most optimis­ 
tic among them has come to the conclus­ 
ion now that it might work all right if 
trade balances could be cancelled off, but 
nations must have some form of interna­ 
tional money to pay for the excess of pur­ 
chases over sales. 
The inefficiency of gold as a method of 
payment is being considered, In view of 
the fact that the stability of the dollar is 
draining gold from the rest of the world, 
and probably will continue to do so. 
The 
question is w’hat the rest of the world 
will use for international payments when 
its gold is gone. 
You may suspect this would encourage 
the other nations to be drawn into some 
stabilization arrangem ent. 
The reverse is 
trite. 
Their gold weakness would place 
them at a disadvantage in any gold stabil­ 
ization negotiations. 
Thus, the gold dog continues to chase 
the trade cat in an ever diminishing cir­ 
cle, getting nowhere except toward a tooth 
and claw clash in the center. 
— RESPONSIBILITY— 
Another reason wrhy Messrs. Hull and 
Morgenthati feel free to speak is because 
they know Britain is holding up stahiliz.t- 
tion and will continue to do so.
